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DETAILED ACTION 
Interference 

1. Interference No. 105,373 and Interference No. 105,374 have been terminated by 
a decision unfavorable to applicant. Ex parte prosecution is resumed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(g)(1) during the course of an interference conducted under section 135 or section 291 , another 
inventor involved therein establishes, to the extent permitted in section 104, that before such person's 
invention thereof the invention was made by such other inventor and not abandoned, suppressed, or 
concealed, or (2) before such person's invention thereof, the invention was made in this country by 
another inventor who had not abandoned, suppressed, or concealed it. In determining priority of 
invention under this subsection, there shall be considered not only the respective dates of conception 
and reduction to practice of the invention, but also the reasonable diligence of one who was first to 
conceive and last to reduce to practice, from a time prior to conception by the other. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 9, 11-13, 23-24, 27-32, 39-40, 45-46, 51-52, 55-56, 59, 61, 63, 65, 71, 73, 
77, 89, 91 and 107-109 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(g) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over the lost counts in Interference No. 
105,373 and Interference No. 105,374. The adverse judgment on priority as to Count 2 



and Count 4 in Interference No. 105,373 and Interference No. 105,374, respectively, 
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indicates that, the subject matter claimed in the above mention claims was invented by 
another inventor. 

Allowable Subject Matter

92-106 and 1 10 are allowed.
